TOKYO (AP) - President Idi 
Amin of Uganda is reportedly 
planning to invite to the Jan. 19 
anniversary observance of his 
rise to power a Japanese World 
War II straggler who surren­ 
dered after hiding out for 29 
years. 
The Kyodo news service, in a 
dispatch from Nairobi today, 
reported Amin said the invita­ 
tion to the straggler, Hiroo 
Onoda, “ is expected to greatly 
contribute to raising the morale 
of Uganda’s arm y.” 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - It 
may well be that President-elect 
Jimm y Carter has found the 
ideal spot for Walter Mondale: 
the inner sanctum of the White 
House. 
By all the evidence, the new 
vice president is an “ inside” 
man. He likes working behind 
the scenes where the levers are, 
in a post which guarantees him 
personal credit and publicity 
when he desires it, but free of 
public "knock-down fights over 
policy. 
As “chief staff person,” Mon­ 
dale will be able to shuttle tough 
problems gracefully to others, 
and wait to determine which is­ 
sues are popular before going 
out on a limb with his stamp of 
approval. 
And he will have the forceful 
President Carter as his shield so 
long as he keeps cne step to the 
side and one to the rear of him. 
This Mondale does to Mr. 
C arter’s 
satisfaction. 
The 
president-elect has made it 
clear, publicly and privately, 
that he considers Mondale as no 
rival — and no threat — which 
he most certainly is not. 
Mondale will take pains to 
alienate no one in the White 
House or in the Congress. He 
will come forward at 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue, as he did 
on Capitol Hill, as the sponsor, 
publicly giving the credit to Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
Carter 
on 
the 
motherhood issues no one can 
fault — hunger, concern for 
children, the handicapped, the 
poor and the unemployed — but 
steering clear of the rough 
economic measures which any 
president must stab at solving, 
and which create opposition. 
Overall, Mondale, insofar as 


Mr. Carter pays him heed, will 
add a strain of caution to the 
Carter White House. He will be 
a conciliator, a smoother of 
conflicts 
between 
staff 
members, and between the 
White House and selected sena­ 
tors and congressmen. 
Mondale is a superb tech­ 
nician, an expert at guiding 
long-shot legislation 
further 
along the road than most expert 
observers have been willing to 
predict in advance. If he can 
pass this expertise along to 
members of the Carter White 
House staff when Carter-backed 
legislation is in the works, 
Mondale will prove an impor­ 
tant asset in the Carter refor­ 
mation - reorganization cam­ 
paign. 
Based on past performance, 
Mondale will use the vice 
presidency and his White House 
staff role as a vehicle for secur­ 
ing as much publicity for him­ 
self as Mr. Carter will tolerate 
gracefully. For it is clear, thus 
far at least, that Mondale, who 
is not yet over the hill in years, 
is thinking about the presidency 
in 1984, as he did in 1976 — but 
only, it’s understood, if he can 
get the nomination without the 
rough prim aries and tough 
campaigning typical of the con­ 
tests Mr. Carter went through to 
achieve that goal. 
This means Mr. Carter may 
not be able to count on Mondale 
to take the public lead in the 
kind of all-out fighting the new 
president has promised if it’s 
necessary to get the bills he 
wants 
through 
a 
reluctant 
Senate and House of Represen­ 
tatives. Mr. Carter may have to 
go over the heads of balky 
congressmen to the people. 


Does ‘Moral9 
Mean ‘Left9? 


During the Carter presiden­ 
tial campaign and also since 
the election, we have heard a 
great deal about the need for 
“ m orality” 
in 
our 
foreign 
policy. Recently Jimmy Carter 
himself as well as Secretary of 
State-designate Cyrus Vance 
have spoken about this, both of 
them mentioning Chile and 
South Korea as potential prime 
beneficiaries of our new and 
more moral policies. 
Almost 
simultaneously, 
Carter’s choice for UN ambas­ 
sador, Andrew Young, spoke of 
the need for a “ strong Viet­ 
nam” as a counterweight to the 
Chinese and the Soviets in 
Southeast Asia. That is, U.S. 
policy should be benevolently 
disposed toward the regime in 
Hanoi, granting it, perhaps, not 
only diplomatic recognition but 
economic aid. 
These contradictions are ex­ 
tremely illuminating. As usual, 
talk about “ morality” masks 
an ideological slant. 
These 
spokesmen, indeed, need not 
even subscribe to the ideology. 
They merely understand what 
“ sounds” moral and goes down 
well 
with 
“ enlightened” 
opinion. 
If you ask an exponent of 
morality in foreign policy what 
is actually meant by morality 
in foreign policy, the answer is 
usually couched in term s of 
concern for human rights. If 
you ask what we should do to 
be more moral, the answer — 
as with Carter and Vance — is 
to 
put 
pressure 
on, 
for 
example, Chile. South Africa 
sometimes is mentioned, but 
most often not: its example is 
too outrageous to require it. 
However, soberly considered, 
neither Chile nor South Africa, 
nor, for that matter, Brazil and 
Argentina, would rank at the 
top of the list of violators of 
human rights. Both the Chinese 
and the Soviets would be at or 
near the top — though both 
might well be outdone in bar­ 
barism by the newly liberated 
countries of central Africa. 
None of these Communist or 
Third 
World 
countries, 
however, seems to turn up on 
any of the lists of countries we 
must put pressure upon in the 
interest 
of a 
more 
moral 
foreign policy. As a matter of 
fact, “ better relations” with 
both 
the 
Soviets 
and 
the 
Chinese, as well as with the 
“Third World,” gains applause 
as the mark of an enlightened 
foreign policy. Any diplomatic 
move toward better relations 


with Cuba gains praise from 
those who demand a more 
moral stance toward Chile or 
Iran. 
The current $60 million loan 
to Chile by the International 
Monetary Fund has been a 
source of controversy and edi­ 
torial hand-wringing. We hap­ 
pen now to have outstanding 
some $20 billion in credits to 
the Soviet Union and East 
Europe. This last item is not 
considered “immoral,” except, 
perhaps, by Solzhenitsyn. 
As between India and Chile, 
the latter turns up on most lists 
of the morally reprehensible, 
while 
India, 
though 
em­ 
barrassing, does not. Yet both 
have experienced authoritarian 
coups and the suppression of 
domestic dissent. The chief 
difference appears to be that 
the Indira Gandhi dictatorship 
is “ left,” and, indeed, in in­ 
formal coalition with the Com­ 
munist 
Party, 
while 
the 
Pinochet dictatorship in Chile 
is “right” and anti-Communist. 
Chile has a dreadful interna­ 
tional image, Yugoslavia a 
good one. But does anyone 
seriously doubt that, today, 
right now, life is freer in Chile 
than 
in 
Yugoslavia? 
Does 
anyone seriously think life is 
freer in Cuba than in Brazil or 
Argentina? But every move 
toward “ better relations” with 
leftist and Communist regimes 
is understood to be “ enligh­ 
tened.” 
In these matters as in others, 
the left has defined the terms 
of the argument. It has done so 
with such success that even 
such conventional politicians as 
Carter and Vance accept the 
rules of the rhetorical game.

St. Joseph Okays 
2-Mill Levy For 
Downtown District 


The St. Joseph city commis­ 
sion last night unanimously 
approved a two-mill tax levy for 
properties in the downtown 
development district which is 
expected to generate some 
$10,INMI to finance downtown 
improvements. 


The levy is for one year and 
will appear on the summer, 
1977, taxes, according to com­ 
missioners. 
The assessment 
was sought by the St. Joseph 
Downtown 
Development 
authority. 


The authority was created 
under state statute, and a vote 
of the people is not required for 
the commission to impose a tax 
on 
property 
within 
the 
authority’s boundaries. 
City 
Manager G.W. Heppler stressed 
the tax is only for properties 
within the district and will not 
be levied on the rest of the city. 


Heppler estimated the levy 
will raise between $10,000 and 
$10,500 bast'd on the current 
equalized valuation of the dis­ 
trict, which he said is $5,196,47tj, 
The valuation figure includes 
both real and personal property, 
Heppler added. 


The levy will expire after the 
summer tax collection, and 
Commissioner Joseph Hanley 
null'd that U the authority wants 
to continue the tax levy, the 
authority would again need 
commission approval. 


Authority 
members 


previously said the funds from 
the tax will help develop initial 
plans for downtown develop­ 
ment and also pay the salaries 
of the development director, the 
authority’s attorney, and con­ 
sultant fees. 


Last week, the authority hired 
Steven A. Reed, president of 
Telgroup consulting firm, as 
director. 


The development district is an 
irregularly shaped area, with 


the core a rectangle formed by 
Lake, Elm, Main and Ship 
streets, plus several sm aller 
parcels adjoining the main part 
of the district. 


The authority has said the 
money from the tax would help 
curb property value deteriora­ 
tion and increase some property 
tax valuations. 


In another matter, the com­ 
mission approved a revised 
resolution forming a board of 
harbor commissioners, already 
approved by the county board of 
commissioners. The original 
resolution was also approved by 
Benton Harbor, but the revised 
form has not yet been con­ 
sidered, by that city. 


Essentially, the resolution 
forms the harbor board for 
planning for development and 
promotion of the St. Joseph 
river harbor. It differs from the 
original by addin« an amend­ 
ment 
saying

other 
municipality which may want to 
iwrticipate in the planning can 
do so.

chops and meats in the freezer. 
Find a butcher who will cut and 
wrap meal in small quantities. 


— Enjoy the variety uf quality 


frozen dinners and vegetables. 
Everything from Chinese and 
Mexican dinners to baked 
stuffed potatoes is available at 
modest prices. 


The single shopper is at a 


disadvantage when it comes to 
fresh produce and other food 
that cannot he frozen. Due to 
singles' less predictable life 
styles, food often spoils before it 
can be used, says Underwood.

My hasbaad has been wearing 
a truss for a hernia for the past 
18 years. He Insists that even 
though the hernia has grown 
bigger, the truss is all that he 
needs. He is 52. Is be too old for 
an operation? Or should he stick 
with the truss? — Mrs. G.E., 
N.H. 
Dear Mrs. E.: 
A hernia in the groin is an 
enlarged opening, or defect, in 
the protective wall that nor­ 
mally keeps the intestine in its 
proper position. 
The stress of lifting, or an in­ 
jury, may enlarge the opening 
and permit a small piece of 
intestine to be pushed through 
that opening. 
Slight pressure can “reduce,” 
or push back, the intestine in its 
proper position. This is ac­ 
complished by a truss. 
However, the truss does not 
cure. Rather, it protects the 
intestine from getting c aught in 
the opening. Occasionally, a 
loop of Intestine fails to return 
to its proper position, and 
becomes “strangulated.’’ When 
this happens, surgery is almost 
always necessary as a life-sav­ 
ing means. 
Since your husband’s hernia 
is getting larger I believe it is 
unwise to wait until some 
complication arises. At his age, 
surgery is completely safe if his 
general health is good. Kapid 
surgical techniques and modern 
anesthesia attest to that.

Women’s freedoms may be 
advancing faster in Iran than In 
any country in the world. 
A generation ago, women 
were not even counted in the 
nation’s census. Asked how 
many children he had, a man 
with two sons and two daughters 
would answer, “Two.” 
For centuries, Persian women 
wore the chodar, a “veil” 
cloaking the entire body and 
head, with one hand draping the 
cloth over all but one eye so they 
were protected from the view of 
all men but their husbands and 
fathers. 
In view of that background, 
the gains made by Iranian 
women have been remarkable. 
Nearly 1,300,000 now are In the 
work force, more than 200,000 of 
them white-collar employes. 
About half are in teaching, 
including 
2,184 
university 
professors and assistant profes­ 
sors. One out of every 10 Iranian 
doctors is a woman, and there 
are many paramedics. There 
are 340 women among Iran’s 
12,000 engineers; 316 among 
10,900 jurists and lawyers. 
Within the government there 
are several women ministers, 
and 18 of the 447 directors 
general are women. Last year, 
10,663 women graduated from 
domestic universities and 584 
from foreign universities, most 
of them in the United States. 
Women in Iran have advanced 
swiftly. As long ago as 1936, 
Reza Shah the Great, who 
founded the Pahlavi dynasty, 
outlawed the chodar. But age- 
old cutoms are difficult to 
break, and it was not until the 
“White 
Revolution,’ 
was 
launched in 1963 by his son, 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlavi, 
that 
the 
women’s 
rights 
movement 
gained 
speed. 
Through the “ White Revolu­ 
tion,” called that because great 
reforms were accomplished 
without bloodshed, many ad­ 
vances for women were initiat­ 
ed. 
At one stroke, women were 
granted the right to vote and to 
run for political office and the 
right 
to 
seek 
gainful 
employment. The Family Pro­ 
tection Law passed in 1967 
granted women equal rights in 
divorce cases. In 1975 abortion 
was made legal for this Moslem 
nation “ provided the doctor 
takes the responsibility for the 
health of the woman. ’’

through education, which is free 
and compulsory for all Iranian 
children through the eighth 
grade. For those who wish to 
continue, free schooling is of­ 
fered through high school, and 
even through college in return 
for two to three years of national 
service. 
Under the “White Revolu­ 
tion,” women graduates of high 
school beginning in 1967 were 
drafted to join the education, 
agricultural or health corps to 
improve the lot of the people. 
Men not drafted for military 
service also were assigned to 
national 
service. 
After 
18 
months to two years of training, 
the young people are sent on 
assignment 
throughout 
the 
country, and now they are serv­ 
ing even remote villages. 
More than 2,000 family plan­ 
ning clinics have been es­ 
tablished 
throughout 
the 
country and nearly a million 
rural women have adopted birth 
control techniques. Almost $100 
million is earmarked for exten­ 
sion of such family planning 
guidance in the villages through 


1980. 
In contrast to the United 
States, National Organization 
for 
Women 
(NOW), 
the 
Women's Organization of Iran 
(WOI) doesn’t have to struggle 
for support and understanding. 
The government extends it a 
budget of $90 million and a paid 
staff of 1,300 serve women and 
provide day care for children in 
74 centers. Most WOI members 
are activists, believing that 
liberalization of women in all 
respects must be accelerated. 
However, Iranian women have 
not adopted the view of some 
other women's organizations 
that the enemy is man. A 
popular conception of Iranian 
women appears to be that while 
Women's rights must be ad­ 
vanced, family life must be 
preserved. 
' In Tehran and in other cities, 
the chodar still may be worn by 
a small percentage of women, 
but T-shirts and jeans and even 
mini-skirts often can be ob­ 
served. Most young women are 
as smartly dressed as those in 
western contemporary cities. 
The Iranian woman knows she 
is in a world her grandmother 
never imagined, and she is well 
aware her children will live in a 
world she never thought possi­ 
ble.

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Bell, Brown Likely To Face Tough Senate Grilling

WASHINGTON (AP) - There 
may be a few tough questions 
waiting for some of President­ 
elect 
C arter’s 
Cabinet 
nominees, but all are expected 
to win Senate confirmation. 


Senate committees scheduled 
hearings today on 
four of 
Carter’s, nominees to Cabinet 
posts 
and 
on 
Charles 
L. 
Schultze, 
tapped 
for 
the 
Cabinet-level job of heading the 
Council of Economic Advisers. 


Scheduled for hearings today 
were Griffin B. Bell, nominated 
for attorney general; Harold 
Brown, nominated for defense 
secretary; Cyrus R. Vance, 
nominated for secretary of 
state, 
and 
Bob 
Bergland, 
nominated for secretary of 
agriculture. 


Of the four Cabinet nominees, 
Bell and Brown were the two 
most likely to face tough ques­ 
tions. 


Bell, an Atlanta lawyer, is a 
one-time federal judge, long­ 
time Carter friend and so far the 
most controversial of C arter’s 
nominees. 


The Senate Judiciary Com­ 


mittee scheduled hearings on 
Bell that could last several 
days. And while a number of 
black leaders and civil rights 
and 
liberal 
groups 
have 
requested time to speak out 
against Bell, there appeared to 
be little opposition to him from 
committee members. 


Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., one 
of the committee’s liberals, 
predicted on Monday that the 
panel will approve Bell “unless 
there is something we don’t 
know now” that is revealed 
during the hearings. 


But opponents such as the 
Congressional Black Caucus 
and the NAACP have vowed to 
fight Bell’s confirmation.' 


Bell served 15 years on the 5th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
and Carter views his nominee’s 
civil rights record as “superb.” 


But Bell’s opponents have 
criticized his judicial opinions 
in school desegregation cases, 
his membership in racially 
exclusive private cftlbs and his 
support of Richard Nixon’s 
nomination of G. Harrold Cars­ 
well for the Supreme Court.

Pet Dog Saves 
Four From Fire 


DETROIT (AP) - A dog 
named Corky is credited with 
saving the lives of a 6-year-old 
crippled boy and three other 
people by awakening them just 
before their wood-frame house 
went up in flames. 


No one was injured, but the 
house on Detroit’s east side was 
a complete loss after the fire 
Sunday, officials said. 


“ As broke as I am, I wouldn’t 
take a million dollars for this 
dog,” said Corky’s owner, Pa­ 
tricia Drummond. 


Officials said Corky, a 6-year- 
old mixed-breed Collie, saved 
the lives of Mrs. Drummond; 
Delores Gray, 41; and Mrs. 
Gray’s two sons, James, 19, and 
Mario, 6. 


Mario, born with club feet and 
a defective heart, is crippled. 
The boy was pulled out of bed 
and carried to safety by his 
mother, officials said. 


Mrs. Gray receives welfare 
payments to help support her 
children, officials said. She said 
the contents of her home — 
including Mario’s leg braces — 


were completely destroyed by 
the fire. 


“ I’ve got virtually nothing,” 
said Mrs. Gray. The family 
sought shelter in a relative’s 
home. 


Mrs. Gray said the family was 
awakened early Sunday 
by 
Corky’s persistent barking and 
scratching at bedroom doors. 


She said she got out of bed and 
was nearly blinded by thick 
smoke. 


“ I ran into Mario's room, 
grabbed him in my arm s and 
ran out to the front porch. Then 
I realized he didn’t have clothes 
on. I ran back in and got two 
blankets, but that’s all," Mrs. 
Gray said. 


Mrs. 
Drummond, 
who 
babysits for Mario, and Mrs. 
Gray’s other son escaped in the 
meantime. 


About 10 seconds after the 
group got out, “The whole house 
just went ‘ploom,’” and was 
engulfed 
in 
flames, 
Mrs.

Turkey numbers in the Allegan area appear to be down from 
last year, so the Department of Natural Resources is cutting back 
on the annual spring gobbler hunt. 
This will be accomplished by limiting the hunt in Unit 2 (south 
of the Kalamazoo River) to a single five-day hunt (May 4-8). 
TTiere will continue to be two seasons in Unit 1 (April 27-May 1 
and May 4-8). 
There will be 225 permits available overall for Allegan — dow n 75 
from last year — with 75 issued for each five-day hunt. 
Ten tom turkeys were taken in Unit 2 last spring, but most were 
shot near the perimeter of state land or on private land, sug­ 
gesting that harassment of various kinds on state lands through 
the year (snowmobiles, motorcycles, mushroom pickers, hunters, 
hiker*, etc.) had discouraged birds from populating much of the 
state game land. 
The Department of Natural Resources realizes the turkey 
hunting was one of the disturbance factors in the area, but it 
wants to see if reduced hunting pressure will help the turkeys. 
Tliere will also be turkey hunting again this year in the Mio and 
Baldwin areas, where numbers appear as good or better than last 
spring. 
The DNR will again have four hunting units in Mio, hut there 
will be some changes. Last year most of the turkeys (77 per cent) 
were taken in Unit 1, which is primarily private land. So the DNR 
will have four hunting periods instead of three to allow an 
additional 000 hunters to participate. But the seasons will be four 
days instead of five, which was the case last year. 
The Baldwin hunting area will also be about 200 square miles 
larger because of the successful spring rearing season. 
Baldwin hunting dates arc April 27-May 1, May 2-6 and May 
11-15. In Unit A at Mio, dates are April 28-May 1, May 2-5, May 6-9 
ami May 10-13. Mlo's Units 2, 3 and 4 will have hunts April 27-May 
I. May 2-8 and May 7-11. 
A total of «.375 permits will t>c available, including 700 for each 
of the three seasons in the Baldwin area. At Mio, Unit 1 will have 
«00 for each of the four seasons (2,400 in all), while Unit 2 has 300 
for each of three season«, Unit 3 150 for each of three seasons and 
Unit 4 100 for each of three seasons. 
If total applications exceed the quota for any season in any of 
the units or areas, a drawing will be held to determine the 
successful applicants for each season.

Some Firms Change 
Dividends To Shares

It 
would 
seem 
that 
the 
program 
which 
enables 
shareholders to reinvest their 
dividends in additional shares 
of a corporation — without 
commission, and, sometimes, 
at a discount from market 
price — has seized the fancy of 
the ordinary investor with all 
the enthusiasm generated by 
the invention of sliced bread 
and the wheel. 
I have, from time to time, 
presented lists of corporations 
which offer their shareholders 
the privilege of reinvestment of 
dividends (plus new cash) at 
no commission cost. (Com­ 
panies which make provision 
for such reinvestment for a fee 
run 
into 
the 
hundreds.) 
However, 
despite 
its 
popularity, 
the 
subject 
— 
evidently — never moves some 
readers to do anything about 
holding on to these no-fee cor­ 
porate lists until weeks after 
the column has appeared and 
has been used to wrap the 
garbage1. And so — as they say: 
"at popular request” — I am 
making another attempt to put 
these names into type so that 
those who are interested may 
use them as a guide to less- 
expensive, periodic, investing. 
I do so because I approve of the 
practice. Any stock worth hav­ 
ing is worth accumulating on a 
quarterly, dollar-cost averag­ 
ing, basis. And if you can do it 
at no brokerage fee, so much 
the better. (And if there is 
provision for a price discount 
from market, still better.) 
I must warn that there is no 
official list. Some of these 
names have been submitted by 
the corporations themselves, 
some by shareholders who are 
already pursuing this course in 
building a portfolio. I am cer­ 
tain there are many more 
companies which offer this 
service, but I haven’t been told 
(although I’d be glad to hear). 
So — reported as offering 
reinvestment of dividends (plus 
additional cash, in most cases) 
at no fee are: 
American 
Telephone 
&
